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Overview 


It is widely regarded that social science 
research (SSR) enhances our understanding 
of the society and its functioning, provides 
policy inputs for socio-economic development 
and generates new ideas and information that 
could be used for teaching and research. Thus, 
social science research renders vital services 
to the society and the country. 

India has a long and rich tradition of social 
sciences teaching and research.Takshashila, 
Nalanda, Vikramashila, Valabhi and Pushpagiri 
Universities, to name a few, flourished as 
global centres of learning in different parts of 
India. Social science teaching and research, 
however, made a formal beginning with the 
introduction of modern university system 
in the second half of the 19th century when 
University of Mumbai (1857), University 
of Madras (1857), University of Calcutta 
(1857), Allahabad University (1875) etc. 
were established. The real breakthrough 
came only after Independence when higher 
education system expanded at a rapid rate as 
a part of the programme of planned socio¬ 
economic development. As the country’s 
development process threw up numerous 
and diverse problems that required extensive 
research and analysis, Government of 
India established a Committee for Social 
Science Research under the Chairmanship of 
Professor V.K.R.V Rao in 1965 to survey the 
social science research scenario in the country 
and make recommendations to accelerate 
the progress. This led to the establishment 


of the Indian Council of Social Science 
Research (ICSSR) in 1969 to promote and 
fund social science research in the country. 
The ICSSR is an autonomous body under the 
Ministry of Human Resource Development 
and a premier research organisation with six 
Regional Centres, 24 Research Institutes and 
five Recognised Research Institutes located in 
different parts of India. 

The ICSSR’s objectives as spelt out in its 
Memorandum of Association are the following: 

• Review progress of Social Science 
Research and advise the Government on 
policy issues ; 

• Fund and promote Social Science 
Research in Universities/Colleges/ 
Research Institutes; 

• Provide Ph.D., Post Doctoral, Senior & 
National Fellowships to researchers & 
faculties; 

• Grant Minor, Major & Collaborative 
Research Projects to faculties and 
researchers; 

• Support seminars and conferences to 
disseminate social science research 
findings; 

• Sponsor training and capacity building 
programmes for young researchers and 
faculties; 
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• Encourage international collaboration 
in research with foreign countries and 
funding agencies; 

• Indicate periodic themes in neglected 

and new critical areas of research; 

• Provide library, documentation, data 

and online services for social science 
research; and 

• Support publication of journals and 

books & strengthen professional social 
science associations/organizations. 

During the last forty-eight years of its 
establishment, the ICSSR has been actively 
promoting and funding social science research 
in the country. It provides regular maintenance 
and development grants to all its research 
institutes on matching basis to study local 
issues from multi-disciplinary perspective. 
The Council has international collaboration 
agreements with 11 countries in the form of 
exchange of scholars and collaborative and 
joint research projects/seminars/conferences/ 
publications. The ICSSR also participates in 
the activities of the international social science 
organizations like International Federation of 
Social Science Organisations (Quezon City, 
Philippines), International Social Science 
Council (Paris, France), Association of 
Asian Social Science Research Councils 
(Canberra, Australia), Science Council of 
Asia (Tokyo, Japan) etc. as their important 
member. Since its inception, the ICSSR 
has awarded thousands of Doctoral, Post- 
Doctoral, Senior and National Fellowships, 
granted several thousands major, minor and 
collaborative research projects, provided 
financial assistance to numerus scholars for 
paper presentation in seminars/data collection 


abroad, sponsored several hundred training 
& capacity building programmes for young 
faculties and researchers, funded numerous 
national and international conferences, 
provided financial assistance to hundreds of 
scholars and professional organizations for 
publication of their research report/journals, 
conducted six rounds of surveys of current 
state of research in various social science 
disciplines and provided research services like 
library, documentation, data and e-resources 
to several hundred social scientists. Moreover, 
the ICSSR has been offering its research-based 
advice to the Government of India on relevant 
academic issues and contributed in the 
Newton-Vivekanand program with the UK, 
the establishment of the Ambedkar University 
of Social Sciences at Mhow, Madhya 
Pradesh etc. It has also carried out studies 
for various Ministries such as the Ministry of 
Social Justice & Empowerment, Ministry of 
Minority Affairs etc. from time to time. 

This is the 48th Annual Report of the Indian 
Council of Social Science Research (ICSSR) 
that covers the Council’s activities from 1st 
April, 2016 to 31 st March, 2017. The ICSSR’s 
highest decision making body, kn own as the 
Council, has 26 members, which includes 
the ICSSR Chairman, 18 social scientists, 6 
Government representatives and a Member 
Secretary appointed by the ICSSR with the 
approval of the Government of India. The list 
containing members of the Governing Council 
is given at Appendix - 1. 

The Member Secretary heads the ICSSR 
Secretariat consisting of Directors, Deputy 
Directors, Assistant Directors and other 
officials. The ICSSR’s official staffs, apart 
from their normal official duties, have 
contributed a number of research papers and 
delivered lectures during the reporting year.

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Research Projects (Responsive) 

Funding of Research Projects is one of the 
most important activities of Indian Council 
of Social Science Research. Under this 
programme, the ICSSR provides grant to 
social science scholars for conducting research 
on specific themes and issues as proposed by 
the applicants. In general, grants under this 
head are awarded to a study which proposes 
to contribute at a theoretical and/or conceptual 
level or aimed at generation of new field work 
based data and policy implications thereof. 
The studies could be both macro and micro 
in nature. The broad disciplines of study may 
belong to anyone of the following social 
science disciplines or interdisciplinary in 
nature: 

I) Sociology and Social Anthropology 

II) Political Science / Public Adm. and 
Allied disciplines 

III) Economics and Allied disciplines 

IV) International Studies 

V) Social Geography and Population 
Studies 

VI) Commerce and Management 

VII) Social Psychology and Allied 
disciplines 


VIII) Education and Allied disciplines 

IX) Social Linguistics/Socio-Cultural and 
Allied disciplines 

X) Law, International Law and Allied 
disciplines 

XI) National Security and Strategic 
Studies 

XII) Any other Social Science Discipline

is to support independent research and to 

achieve excellence in research activities in the 

social sciences. 

The specific objectives of the scheme are: 

• to support high quality independent 
programmes of research; 

• to provide opportunities for training of 
future researchers; 

• to contribute to the development of 
new theoretical or methodological 
approaches to research; 

• to maintain and sustain varied 
disciplinary research activities; 

• to foster and promote collaborative, 
multidisciplinary research activities 
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among researchers in the social sciences 
and; 

to facilitate communication of research 
outputs both within and beyond the 
academic community as well as to 
provide policy inputs to administrators 
and policy makers.

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Earlier kn own as Research Projects 
(Responsive), this scheme is now called 
as major and minor research projects after 
approval by the Council. 

During the year 2016-17, total 456 research 
projects were sanctioned by the ICSSR 
including 185 projects sanctioned under 
Responsive and 271 projects under Major 
& Minor Projects. The final reports of 272 
responsive research projects sanctioned in the 
past were received during the reporting year. 
The details of Research Projects sanctioned 
and final project reports received during the 
year have been given in Appendix-3. 

Research Programmes 

Research Studies (Sponsored) programme 
is a series of research projects conducted 
simultaneously or sequentially on themes of 
critical significance, focus on the issues of 
contemporary relevance, less explored areas 
of study and involves policy implications. 

The ICSSR expects that these research 
programmes will develop new understanding 
and insight on issues which are likely to 
make significant contributions to existing 
scholarship in terms of concept, theory, 
methodology and research outcomes; the 
studies may be inter-disciplinary, inter 
departmental or inter-institutional. However, 
high impact studies which are broad in 
character but fall within the ambit of a 
single discipline may also be considered and 
the proposals should be able to demonstrate 
that the themes of the proposed research

are of significant contemporary relevance 
and/or in emerging and neglected areas of 
research. 

The ICSSR, under its ‘Sponsored Studies 
Programme’, invited proposals from 
individual/group of scholars/institutions 
for commissioning research studies on 31 
themes as thrust areas of social science 
research. This scheme has now been 
renamed as Research Programmes after 
its approval by the Council. 

During the reporting year, 32 Research Studies 
were sanctioned by the ICSSR including 
three to SC and one to ST category. A total 
of 33 final reports of the earlier sanctioned 
sponsored projects have been received during 
the year. The details of sanctioned research 
programmes and final projects received have 
been given in Appendix-3. 

National Fellowships 

ICSSR National Fellowships are aimed at 
providing opportunities to eminent Indian 
Social Scientists to engage themselves in 
full-time research that have the potential to 
contribute to advancement of knowledge 
in social sciences on important themes of 
their choice or to write books based on their 
research. The ICSSR so far awarded 163 
National Fellowships. During the year under 
review, no fresh awards were made and eight 
final reports were received. The relevant 
details are given below in Table 2.2 and 
Appendix-4.

Senior Fellowships are awarded to outstanding 
Indian Social Scientists for conducting 
full time research on themes and issues of 
national and social concerns proposed by 
the applicants. These studies are expected 
to contribute to theoretical and conceptual 


advancement in different disciplines, help to 
generate field work based empirical data and 
contribute to policy making. The ICSSR has so 
far awarded 665 Senior Fellowships. During 
the reporting year, 34 Senior Fellowships were 
awarded and 15 final reports were received.

Post Doctoral Fellowships are awarded to 
young Indian Social Scientists with a high 
potential and promise for conducting full 
time research on specific themes and issues 
proposed by the applicants. These studies 
are expected to contribute to theoretical 
and conceptual advancement in different 


disciplines, help to generate field work 
based empirical data and contribute to policy 
making. The ICSSR has so far awarded 1855 
Post-Doctoral Fellowships. During the year 
2016-17, 256 Post Doctoral Fellowships were 
awarded and 157 final reports were received. 
The relevant details are given below in Table 
2.4 and Appendix-4.

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Doctoral Fellowships 

The ICSSR provides scholarships to young 
scholars under its Doctoral Fellowships 
programme wherein financial assistance is 
provided to the registered Ph.D. scholars to 
pursue and complete their doctoral thesis in 
social science disciplines. The ICSSRDoctoral 
Fellowships are awarded under its Centrally- 
Administered Doctoral Fellowship Schemes 
and Institutional Doctoral Fellowship Scheme. 
In case of Centrally-Administered schemes, 
the fellowships are awarded and monitored 


directly by ICSSR and the concerned 
doctoral fellows are affiliated to a University 
or College whereas under the Institutional 
scheme, the doctoral fellows are affiliated 
to and monitored by an ICSSR Sponsored / 
Recognized Research Institute. Presently, 
the Institutional Fellowships are given by 18 
ICSSR Research Institutes. 

Since 1969, a total of 6995 Doctoral 
Fellowships have been awarded by ICSSR as 
may be seen in the Table 2.5.

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Out of the total 6995 Doctoral Fellowships, 
5015 Fellowships were full-term having a 
tenure of two years and another 1980 were 
for short-term with stipulated period of six 
months. 

In the reporting year, the ICSSR awarded 
484 Doctoral Fellowships of which 411 were 
awarded under its Centrally-Administered 
Schemes, 69 under its Institutional 
Administered Scheme at ICSSR Research 
Institutes and four under Short-term fellowship 
scheme. Of the total 484 ICSSR Doctoral 
Fellowships awarded, 75 fellows belong to 
Scheduled Castes and 44 to Scheduled Tribes. 

The list of awardees of ICSSR Doctoral 
Fellowships during 2016-17 under its 
Centrally Administered and Institutional 
Doctoral Fellowship schemes as well as the list 
of Doctoral Theses submitted by the ICSSR 
Doctoral Fellows are given at Appendix - 4. 

National and International Seminars 

By providing partial financial assistance to 
organize national and international seminars/ 
conferences in India, the ICSSR Seminar 
Grant Scheme aims at facilitating research 
in different disciplines of social sciences 
and interdisciplinary areas that provide 
opportunities to national and international 
social science researchers, academicians and 
scholars to exchange views and opinions, 
address and debate research questions 
on themes of contemporary and policy 
relevance and generate academic research 
output on important social issues. Another 
major objective has been to promote seminar 
activities in backward and neglected areas and 
encourage scholars from special categories 
like SC, ST, OBC, Minority and Woman. 


During the year, the ICSSR provided grants 
to 353 proposals for organising national and 
international seminars in India. The lists of 
seminar proposals approved including their 
sanctioned amount and convener’s category 
under the National & International Seminars/ 
Conferences categories for the year 2016-17 
has been given at Appendix-6. 

Training and Capacity Building 
Programme 

The ICSSR provides grant to the social 
science faculty for organizing Research 
Methodology Course (RMC) for M. Phil/PhD/ 
PDF scholars in social sciences. The aim of 
the course is to develop writing and research 
skills of the young scholars and develop 
their potential as future academicians/social 
science researcher. 

Similarly the objective of the Capacity 
Building Programme (CBP) is to develop 
research capabilities among young faculty in 
Social Sciences. It aims to develop writing 
and research skills among young Lecturers/ 
Assistant Professors in Social Science 
disciplines. 

During the year 2016-17, 59 proposals i.e. 36 
in RMC and 23 in CBP, have been approved 
and the list is appended in Appendix-5. 

Inter-Institutional Collaboration 

ICSSR-ICMR Joint Programme 

A Five-year long Memorandum of 
Understanding (MoU) between ICSSR and 
Indian Council of Medical Research (ICMR) 
was signed on 29.05.2012 for cooperation and 
joint action in the area of developing health 
care delivery system. The main objectives of 
this MOU are: 
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(a) To develop better understanding of 
health related issues of the people 
through social and behavioural 
research and devise ways to make 
health for all a reality; and 

(b) Mutual acknowledgement of the 
experience, expertise and capabilities 
of ICSSR and ICMR and give due 
importance in collaboration, resource 
sharing and partnership. 

The strategies agreed upon by the ICSSR 
and ICMR to achieve these objectives, is to 
sponsor the research projects on mutually 
identified specific areas like: 

1. Issues related to effective delivery 
and utilization of services by the 
community focusing on structural 
factors, health seeking factors, and 
factors influencing effective delivery 
and utilization. 

2. Issue related to service delivery and 
utilization by marginalized groups/ 
Dalits. 

3. Effective Information, Education and 
Communication (IEC) and behaviour 
change strategies. 

4. Social and behavioural issues related 
to diseases like Malaria, TB, Polio, 
Leprosy, HIV/AIDS, Infant Mortality, 
Reproductive Health, Chikungunya, 
Dengue, and issues of Gender and 
Nutrition. 

It was decided that proposals would be for 
two years duration with the maximum budget 
limit of Rs. 50 lakhs, which will then be 
reviewed by a Joint Review Group constituted 
by the two sides. It was also agreed that these 


proposals will be jointly funded by the ICMR 

& the ICSSR on 70:30 ratio.

Documentation 


National Social Science Documentation Centre 
(NASSDOC), a constituent unit of ICSSR, is 
an epitome of library and information support 
services in the field of social sciences. Meeting 
the challenges posed by technology driven world, 
it exemplifies the use of digital environment for 
creating, applying and utilizing information with 
its automated library collection, web OPAC, online 
databases / e-resources etc. It has effectively 
attuned itself to the web-enabled information 
environment and is marching ahead. 

Library and Reference Service 

The NASSDOC has a wide range of collection, 
of reference sources like bibliographies, 
encyclopaedias, directories etc.; grey collection 
consisting of doctoral theses, research project 
reports; specialcollectiononresearchmethodology, 
research surveys on all social science disciplines 
including library & information science and 
computer & information technology (39000). The 
collection is also augmented by 12,000 bound 
volumes of journals. The library is open from 9:30 
AM to 6:00 PM from Monday to Saturday and is 
closed on Sundays and all gazetted holidays. 

A total number of 4710 research scholars visited 
NASSDOC during the year 2016-17. A large 
number of reference queries were attended on 
telephone, in person and through correspondence/ 
e-mail/ fax/ etc. Research related information was 
provided to scholars from NASSDOC’s collection, 
its in-house databases and by exploring electronic 
sources and several other internet based resources. 


Library Membership 

ICSSR-NASSDOC library’s membership is open 
to the following categories of readers: 

Official Members: These include ICSSR Council 
members / senior officials of the ICSSR Secretariat 
and regular professional staff of the ICSSR (i.e. 
Research Assistants / Documentation Assistants 
and above). They are entitled to borrow books 
from the library. 

Consulting Members: Consultation facility is 
extended to academicians, research scholars, 
students and members of general public including 
retired persons and other categories of readers as 
well. Consultation membership fee is Rs.300 per 
annum (minimum Rs.50 for one month). 

ICSSR Beneficiary Members: All scholars and 
researchers benefited from ICSSR programmes 
and schemes are given this membership. The 
membership fee is Rs.500/- per annum. 

Borrowing Members: Borrowing facility is 
extended to social scientists, academicians, 
students and general readers who are registered as 
members of the library. Books are issued against a 
deposit of Rs. 1000/- per book. Two books can be 
issued to an individual member at a time. 

Institutional Members: Institutional membership 
is available against a payment of Rs.6,000/- 
per annum. Five books can be borrowed by an 
institutional member for a period of one month. 
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There is no fee for guest readers who want to 
consult the library for a day or two. They are 
issued a guest card for the day. 

Library membership form is available at library 
counter and can also be downloaded from ICS SR 
website at www.icssr.org. 

A total number of 482 scholars have taken 
membership including Guest Members during 
the year and 3 institutions have renewed their 
membership. 

Circulation of Documents (Issue / Return) 

The scholar using services of NASSDOC is 
usually a researcher who is working for his / her 
Doctorate / Post Doctorate or writing a conference 
paper or working on some research project. For 
this purpose he/she needs journal articles, grey 
literature including institutional papers e.g. 
working papers / discussion papers / occasional 
papers. This is a consultation collection which has 
to be used in the reading room only by a scholar. 
Flowever, a total number of 415 documents, other 
than grey literature, were circulated among ICSSR 
staff members and other borrowing members. 

Inter-library Loan 

For providing books/ journals to scholars/ 
libraries, which are not available in NASSDOC, it 
gets them on loan from other libraries. Similarly, 
books and journals are issued to outside libraries. 
During the year, 175 books were issued to outside 
libraries. NASSDOC is a member of DELNET 
(Developing Libraries Network). Its services are 
also used for inter-library loan. 

E-Resources 

Two computer terminals in the reading hall are 
specifically devoted for the use of e-resources. 
Members can also refer online journals in the 
library. Ten online e-resources (all subscribed) 


and other digital resources are available for use 
in the library. These e-resources were used by 
370 scholars in NASSDOC premises. Besides 
these scholars, e-resources were used heavily for 
answering reference queries, for compilation of 
bibliographies and for providing other services of 
NASSDOC. 

Acquisition of Research Material: Books /

During the reporting year, 232 documents have 
been added to the NASSDOC collection. It 
included 168 books by purchase,two theses, three 
research reports and 59 books were received as 
gift in paper format. A total of 84 journals (foreign 
and Indian) were subscribed, 167 periodicals 
received through gratis and 52 were received 
through publication gratis. In addition to this, 16 
daily newspapers and 12 popular magazines were 
also subscribed for the readers. Annual Reports of 
Ministries and Departments of Govt, of India and 
various institutes were also added to the collection 
of NASSDOC.

These 
programmes provide an easy way to refine 
and upgrade the information locating skills 
of information professionals, researchers and 
others who are working in academia, business 
and government. These training courses are 
constantly improved using feedback received 


from the participants and the resource 
persons.

The 
main objective of this publication is to disseminate 
advance information about the forthcoming 
conferences and seminars to interested scholars 
and persons who intend to participate in the 
seminar. During the year, four issues of ‘Social 
Science Conference Alert’ were brought out. 

New Arrivals 

New Arrivals contains a list of Reference Works, 
Research Reports, New Books, etc. acquired 
during a particular quarter, available for use in 
the NASSDOC Library. Regular issues of New 
Arrivals of April-September 2016, October- 
December 2016 & January - March 2017 with 
annotations were brought out during the year. 
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Current Contents 

It is a Current Awareness Service under 
“NASSDOC Research Information Series”. It 
provides ready access to bibliographic details 
of articles from the recently published leading 
scholarly journals in Social Sciences and available 
in NASSDOC. During the period under report, 
eight issues were brought out.

Sales Unit 

For the wider dissemination of social science 
research information, the ICSSR has a ‘Sales 
Unit’. During the year, 9 publications were 
distributed to 25 ICSSR Research Institutes and 6 
Regional Centres. 
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ICSSR Journals of Abstracts and Reviews 

The ICSSR has been publishing its Journals 
of Abstracts and Reviews biannually in 
the disciplines of Geography, Economics, 
Psychology, Political Science and Sociology 
& Social Anthropology containing the 
abstracts and reviews of the published research 
work. This overview of the empirical as well 
as conceptual work available in some select 
journals in the form of ready-reckoner of 
sources to facilitate researcher’s initiation into 
research has been organised thematically to 
give an idea of the contemporary and emerging 
concerns of the social scientists on issues India 
is grappling with as well as to underline some 
of the issues that deserve greater attention 
from researchers. The ICSSR, after reviewing 
the programme, took a decision to commence 
a new digitalised series of these journals from 
the year 2008.

Research Survey Programme 

The Council, since inception, has undertaken 
the task of surveying research developments 


in chosen disciplines of social sciences 
through its programme of surveys of research. 
The core objective of the surveys has been to 
have a comprehensive overview of research 
undertaken during a specified period, involving 
stock-taking of what has been achieved in the 
discipline in terms of theory, methodology, 
empirical evidence and gaps which need to be 
prioritised for future agenda. 

The Council has undertaken the Sixth Round 
of ICSSR Research Survey in the discipline 
of Psychology, Political Science, Geography, 
Sociology & Social Anthropology and 
Economics covering the period 2003-2009. An 
‘Advisory Committee’ consisting of eminent 
social scientists was formed to oversee the 
work of Research Surveys. The surveys have 
been renamed as ‘Surveys and Explorations’. 
The survey reports pertaining to Political 
Science, Sociology and Social Anthropology, 
Geography and Economics have already been 
published by M/s Oxford University Press 
(OUP), New Delhi. 

The final Research Survey Report pertaining 
to ‘Psychology’ is likely to be published in 
April 2018 by M/s Oxford University Press 
(OUP), New Delhi.

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Research Institutes 


Sponsoring of Research Institutes outside the 
scope of the University Grants Commission 
has been one of the major programmes 
of the Indian Council of Social Science 
Research in enlarging the base of social 
science knowledge, improving the quality of 
research, and promoting an interdisciplinary 
perspective. The Council, therefore provides 
maintenance and development grant to 24 
Research Institutes. These Institutes constitute 
an important mechanism for implementing the 
Council's policy of dispersal of research talents 
and building up of research capabilities in the 
different regions of the country, particularly in 
the areas where social science research is not 
yet well developed. 

The Research Institutes have established 
close links with the scholars in the region as 
well as elsewhere through various activities 
such as seminars, workshops, training and 
consultancy programmes. Some of the 
Institutes are closely associated with national 
and state level planning and development 
agencies, and have thereby strengthened the 
links between research and policy making. 

Each Institute determines its own direction 
of research, which includes a wide spectrum 
of subjects related to agricultural and rural 
development, industrial structure and growth, 
income distribution and poverty, employment 
and wages, inter-regional differences in levels 
of development, education, health, nutrition, 
problems of weaker sections of society 


including women, energy, technology, ecology 
and environment, and social, cultural and 
institutional aspects of development. Thus, 
research studies have generated substantial 
empirical knowledge of the structure of 
Indian economy, polity and society and their 
dynamics both at the national and regional 
levels. 

During the last five years, 1300 research 
projects have been completed by the 
Institutes, while 2007 are on-going. These 
cover a wide spectrum of issues relating to 
areas that are already mentioned above. What 
is more significant in these efforts is that they 
are not only interdisciplinary in character, but 
also focused on regional and local problems. 
In this process, they have become centres of 
research for the region's specific issues and 
have greatly contributed to an awareness 
of the nature of development problems and 
potential of the country as a whole. In terms 
of publications, the Institutes have brought 
out 698 books and 911 working papers during 
the last five years. 

Another important activity, that has been 
given importance by the Council, is training 
of young social scientists by the research 
Institutes through M.Phil. and Ph.D. 
programmes, workshops and seminars. 
During the last five years, 190 Ph.Ds. have 
been produced and 2250 scholars have been 
working on their Ph.Ds. The Council can 
legitimately take pride in its role in promoting 
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the research and training efforts made by the 
Research Institutes. A total of 278 projects 
were completed in these Institutes during the 
year under report. The total number of ongoing 
studies at the end of the year was 321. 

Research Institutes disseminate the results of 
their research studies in the form of published 
books, mimeographs, working/occasional 
papers, etc. During the year under report, 
the number of books/ reports published was 
140, monographs/mimeographs were 48 and 
working/occasional papers 191. The number 
of research papers published was 566. 

The Institutes also undertakes training of young 
social scientists and assist fresh researchers 
in designing and conducting their research. 
To this end, doctoral fellowships have been 
provided to these institutes. Some of the 
Institutes have been assisting in teaching and 
training programmes for M.Phil. and Ph.D. 
students. In addition, as per the Council's 
policy, they participate in postgraduate 
teaching, research guidance in the universities 
and also involve the university teachers in 
their research programmes. During the year, 
438 scholars were working under the guidance 
of the faculties of the research institutes, 31 
were awarded Ph.D. degrees and 43 scholars 
submitted their doctoral dissertations. A total 
of 493 seminars and workshops were held 
during 2016-17. 

A Profile: 

The focus and activities of the Research 
Institutes during the reporting year are 
presented below: 

The focus of the A.N, Sinha Institute of 
Social Studies, Patna, is on development 
with particular reference to problems of 


Bihar and the Eastern Region. Its approach 
to development emphasizes on community 
initiative. A number of studies related to Crime 
against Muslims and Dalits, Ethnographic 
Studies, Dalit Assertion and Emerging Rural 
Formation in Uttar Pradesh, Organizing of 
Informal Workers, Socio-Economic Impact 
Study of proposed Land-Acquisitions 
under various projects in separate Districts 
of Bihar, Educational Status of Scheduled 
Castes in Bihar and Jharkhand etc. have been 
undertaken by the Institute. During the period, 
22 projects/studies were completed, nine were 
in progress and 22 new projects were initiated. 
Apart from bringing out 23 research articles 
and three occasional papers by the faculty 
the Institute also organized seven seminars/ 
workshops/ conferences. 

The research activities of the 
Centre for Development Studies, 
Thiruvananthapuram, during the year was 
focused on Evaluation Study on MGNREGA, 
Globalisation of Innovation: Its Manifestation, 
Determinants and Implication for the 
Emerging Economies, A Cross Country study 
on Urban Inequality and Poverty, Monitoring 
Sarva Shiksha Abhiyan, Migration Surveys 
etc. Six studies were completed while work 
on seven other studies was in progress. Five 
new projects were initiated. Four students 
were awarded Ph.Ds. seven Theses were 
submitted and 40 were working for their Ph.D. 
degrees. Seven books and 22 research articles 
were published, whereas 17 monographs 
and 28 working papers were brought out by 
the faculty. Also, 40 seminars/conferences/ 
lectures/workshops were conducted by the 
Centre. 

The research activities of the Centre for 
Economic and Social Studies, Hyderabad 

revolved around Human Development in 
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Andhra Pradesh and Telangana, Studies on 
Medical Tourism in Metropolitan Cities, 
Mobility and Streets in Megacities, Capital 
Intensity and Labour Productivity of Select 
Sectors of Organised Manufacturing Sector in 
Telangana, Technological Cooperation among 
BRICS Countries, Educational Challenges 
and Attainment of De-notified, Nomadic and 
Semi-nomadic Tribes in South India etc. The 
Centre completed 28 research projects and 43 
studies/projects were in progress. The faculty 
published three books, 10 research articles 
and 18 chapters in edited books. Besides, two 
monographs/mimeographs and six working 
papers were also brought out by the faculty. 
Two scholars were awarded Ph.Ds. and 54 
scholars were pursuing research. A total of 
27 seminars/ conferences/ workshops were 
organised during the year by the Institute. 

The main activities of the Centre for Multi- 
Disciplinary Development Research, 
Dharwad, was centered on Efficacy of 
Affirmative Action Policies in India’s 
Education System: A Study of Scheduled 
Castes in Karnataka, Evaluation of 
MGNREGA in Dharwad District, Impact 
of Inadequate Sanitation on Tourism in 
Karnataka etc. During the period under 
review, the Institute completed four research 
projects and 13 projects were at various stages 
of completion. Two scholars were pursuing 
their Ph.D. work. The Centre organised 19 
seminars/conferences/lectures. The faculty 
published one book, eight monographs, and 
15 research papers / articles. 

The focus of studies of the Centre for Policy 
Research, New Delhi, was on Legal Data 
Base of Disputes over Land Acquisition in 
India, Reducing Trade Barriers to Food Trade 
in India, Strengthening Awareness of Elected 
Representatives on Maternal and Child 


Health and Digital Financial Inclusions in 
India, Environmental Justice, Implementation 
of the Policy, Planning and Evaluation 
(PPE) Component of the UNICEF India 
Programme, India’s New Education Policy 
and its Development Over Time etc. During 
the year, the Centre completed 13 projects and 
10 were at various stages of completion. The 
faculty published six books and 40 research 
papers in refereed journals. Besides, 41 
working/ occasional papers were also brought 
out. The Centre also organised 73 seminars/ 
workshops/ conferences during the year. 

The Centre for Research in Rural and 
Industrial Development, Chandigarh 

conducted research on Export and Import 
Performance of Indian Steel Industry, Rural 
Credit and Financial Penetration in Himachal 
Pradesh, Programme Implementation Plan of 
NRHM in Punjab (2016-17), Out of Pocket 
Expenditures on Institutional Delivery in 
Punjab, Personnel Hygiene of Adolescents in 
Punjab: A Study of Muslim Girls, Evaluation 
and Impact of RTE Act in Haryana, Access 
to Education amongst the Children Residing 
in Orphanages of Jammu & Kashmir: An 
Analytical Study etc. During the year, the 
Centre completed 24 projects and 19 were at 
various stages of completion. In addition, the 
Centre organized 18 seminars/conferences/ 
workshops and training programmes. Four 
books and 24 research papers/articles were 
published by the faculty in various journals 
and edited books. One scholars submitted 
Ph.D. thesis and 19 scholars were pursuing 
Ph.D. 

Research activities of the Centre for Social 
Studies, Surat, were related to City Ward 
level Vulnerability Assessment, Trends in 
Consumer Protection and Awareness with 
Special Reference to Health and Health 
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Insurance Services: A Study in Surat City 
and its Surrounding Rural Areas, A Select 
Bibliography of Gujarat Society. During the 
period, three projects were completed and six 
projects were in progress. Three new projects 
were initiated. The faculty members published 
five research papers in various journals and 
conducted 10 seminars/conferences/training 
programmes. 

The Centre for Studies in Social Sciences, 
Kolkata, concentrated its work on Cultures 
of Violence, Knowledge, Attitude and 
Practices of Voters in Howrah, Santipur and 
its Neighbourhood: Text and Images from Pre 
and Early Modern Times: The Endangered 
Archive Programme (EAP781), Impact of 
Participatory Theatre on Socio-Economic 
Issues, District Development Report of 
Howrah, and Taxes, Public Expenditure 
and Growth. During the year, two projects 
were completed and four were in progress. 
The Centre published four books and 10 
research articles. During the period, four 
workshops/lectures/seminars were organized. 
Four scholars submitted theses and 69 were 
pursuing their Ph.Ds. 

The main concerns of research at the Centre 
for the Study of Developing Societies, 
Delhi, have been on Communal Violence 
and Political Representation in Post-Babri 
Masjid India: A Study of Muzaffamagar, 
Muslim Representation in the Rajya Sabha: 
Forms and Trajectories, Social Equity for 
Minorities: Designing Affirmative Action for 
Muslims, Hinglish: the Social and Cultural 
Dimensions of Hindi-English Bilingualism 
in Contemporary India, Gender, Caste and 
Religion: Violence in Postcolonial Societies, 
State, Nation(s) and Public(s): Studies and 
Democratic Contestations etc. During the year, 


11 projects were completed and 32 studies 
were in progress. The Centre published four 
books, 53 research papers/articles in various 
journals and brought out three working papers. 
The Centre also organised 14 seminars/ 
conferences/lectures. One scholars submitted 
the theses whereas 15 scholars were pursuing 
their Ph.Ds. 

The Centre for Women's Development 
Studies, Delhi, since its inception, has 
undertaken research-cum-action projects. 
During the period, the Centre concentrated 
its research on The Political Economy of Sex 
Selection: Exploring Family-Development 
Linkages- Haryana and Maharashtra, Gender 
Dimensions of the Urban Labour Market: 
Investigating the Terms of Women’s Inclusion 
and Exclusion, Interrogating Violence against 
Women from the Other Side: An Exploratory 
Study into the World of Perpetrators, Labour 
Laws and the Migrant Workers, Global 
Campaign on Child Care etc. During the 
period, one project was completed and eight 
were in progress. Five books and 22 research 
papers/ chapters in reputed journals and 
edited books were published by the faculty 
of the Institute. Five scholars were awarded 
Ph.D. and two scholars submitted their theses, 
while 20 scholars were pursuing their Ph.Ds. 
In addition, the Centre continued to publish 
its flagship journal ‘Indian Journal of Gender 
Studies’. The Centre also organized 12 
seminars/conferences/ workshops on various 
themes. 

The focus of research activities of Council 
for Social Development, Hyderabad, 
has been on the Other Backward Classes: 
Exclusion, Empowerment and Modernisation, 
Financial Globalization and India: Internal 
and External Dimensions, Scheduled Castes 
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and Livelihoods: A Study in Telangana, 
Constitutional Geographies and Cartographies 
of Impunity: Human Rights and Adivasis/ 
Tribes in Contemporary India, Mapping 
Violence in the Lives of Adivasi Women etc. 
The Council published six books. It completed 
eight projects and 11 are in progress. The 
faculty brought out one working/occasional 
paper. A total number of 12 seminars/ 
conferences/ workshops/ lectures were 
conducted during the year. 

The research work carried out by Giri Institute 
of Development Studies, Lucknow, was 
focused on Out Migration from Uttarakhand:

The focus of the research at the Gujarat 
Institute of Development Research, 


Ahmedabad, has been on Enhancing 
Agriculture Livelihoods in Coastal Areas in 
Gujarat, Addressing Non-Economic Losses 
and Damages Associated with Climate 
Change, Model State Financial Inclusion 
Analysis - Kerala, Inter-generational Relations 
in Households with Elderly: A Study of 
Ahmedabad District, Gujarat, State of Social 
Science Research in India: An Overview of 
International Collaborations and Research, 
India’s Social Science Research Publications 
from an International Perspective, National 
Level Monitoring of Rural Development 
Programmes Sponsored by Ministry of Rural

Toilets Constructed Under the Swachh Bharat 
Mission (Rural) - A Pilot Study etc. During 
the year, the Institute completed 15 research 
projects and nine studies were in progress.

The Omeo Kumar Das Institute of Social 
Change and Development, Guwahati, was 

established to promote research on issues 
relating to the Land as Private Property: 
Changing Patterns of Land Relation in the 
Tribal Societies of North-East, Situation 
Analysis for Women and Children in 
Northeast, Verification of Cleanliness of 
Villages in the District of Assam, Collective 
Violence in Western Assam: Causes, Accounts 
and Consequences, Imagined Sovereignties: 
Frontiers of Statehood and Globalization, 
Attempting at Social Inclusion through 
Constitutional Amendments in the Context 
of India’s North East, Women and Economy 
in Assam: Liberalization and Women’s 
Accessibility to Market, Making Women 
Count for Peace: Gender, Empowerment and 
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Conflict in South Asia, State Society Interface: 
Autonomy and Governance in India’s North 
East, Ethnic Identity, Regionalism and 
Coalition Politics in India’s North East etc. 
The Institute completed four research projects 
and 11 projects were in progress. The faculty 
published two research papers, and three 
books/research reports. Also, the Institute 
organised 21 seminars/workshops/training 
programmes during the year under report. 

The major research areas covered by the 
Sardar Patel Institute of Social and 
Economic Research, Ahmedabad, during 
the year, were the Post Liberalization Rural 
Transformation in Gujarat: Economic, Social 
and Environmental Consequences, Impact 
Evaluation Study for Irrigation in Gujarat, 


Social, Geographical and Organisational 
Elements of a Community Oriental Social 
Enterprise: A Case of a Supermarket in 
Juhapura and Its Franchising Network 
Across Gujarat, etc. During the period, four 
research projects were completed and one 
was in progress. The Institute brought out a 
bi-annual journal in English and another in 
Gujarati. The Institute published four books/ 
reports, two working papers and 10 research 
articles were published in various journals/ 
edited books. During the year, seven scholars 
were pursuing their Ph.D. and four seminars/ 
conferences were organized by the Institute.

Library 

The library of the institute has outstanding 
collection of books, reports and journals 
in social sciences in eastern region of the 
country. It is housed in a building of three 
floors - the ground floor is being utilized 
as periodical section, first floor as Book & 
Reference section and second floor as J.P, 
UNESCO, Reports United Nations, Census 
and Hindi section.

Library 

‘Dr. VKRV Rao Library’ is one of India’s 

premier research libraries in social sciences. 

Since its inception in 1972, the library has been 

an integral part of the institution, providing 


efficient and timely support to the Institute’s 
faculties, researchers, Ph.D. scholars as well as 
to policy makers, administrators, consultants, 
students from all over the country. 

The library offers services such as research 
data service, lending service, reference 
service, current awareness services i.e. new 
additions, current journal list, current contents 
and monthly index of articles to its esteemed 
users. Inter-library loan services are provided 
to the users, with the well-established libraries 
such as IISc, ISI Bangalore, IIM Bangalore 
and DELNET. 

The library is fully computerized using 
LIBSYS software. The major databases 
available are JSTOR, Econlit Fulltext; Political 
Science Complete, Indiastat.com; EPWRF 
ITS; CMIE Prowess; IMF and Worldbank 
Data. The library digitization programme has 
been going on strongly and the number of 
documents digitized has crossed 11000. This 
is hosted in D SPACE digital library server 
located in the library and available to global 
social science research community. 

The library collection stands at 1,36,082 
which consist of 46,822 books, 48,807 
reports, 21,195 bound volumes and 19,258 
other documents. Back volumes of many 
important journals were maintained from the 
first issue onwards. During the year under 
report, the subscription included 304 journals 
which consisted of 141 foreign and 163 Indian 
journals. During the year 2016-17, 414 books, 
271 reports and 631 other documents were 
added to the library collection.

Library 

The library provides a variety of services to 
its users. These include: reference queries, 
referral services, reprographic services, 
document delivery services and inter-library 
loan. It has established contacts with many 


national organisations for exchange of the 
Institute’s publications and inter-library 
loan arrangement with reputed libraries. To 
facilitate easy and quick access to the new 
collection, a current awareness service is 
provided by the library on a regular basis in 
the form of new books/reports that are added 
to library. An Online Public Access Catalogue 
search is also made available to readers. The 
library arranges to provide photocopies of 
limited number of pages of books, journals 
and press clippings to outside users. 

The Institute has access to the following

The Digital Document Section of the Library 
plays a complementary role by acquiring 
and storing relevant documents in electronic 
form for easy reference and sharing. During 
the year 2016-17, a collection of around 600 
documents was accessible within the campus 
network through Greenstone software. The 
library subscribed to 139 academic journals, 
periodicals & magazines and 15 English daily 
newspapers. During the year, the total number 
of books, back volumes and other documents 
that have been added to the library is 226. The 
total holdings in the library stood at 13,537 as 
on March 31, 2017. 

Universal Decimal Classification (UDC) 
scheme was adopted for the processing of 
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documents. The housekeeping operations 
and catalogue is computerized using SOUL 
(Software for University Libraries) integrated 
library software. The library is an active 
member of DELNET and an institutional 
member of the American Centre Library 
(ACL), New Delhi. 

ISID On-line Index to Indian Social Science 
Journals offers a unique facility to retrieve the 
desired information through keyword search 
to the users. The Index covers 230 Indian 
social science journals in various disciplines 
including economics, political science, public 
administration, sociology, social anthropology, 
business management, finance, geography, 
social work, and health and education. 
The Institute has been maintaining on-line 
computerized newspaper clippings— referred

MIDS Library provides the following online 

services to meet the user’s needs: Online

2. This Separate Audit Report contains the comments of the Comptroller and Auditor 
General of India (CAG) on the accounting treatment only with regard to classification, 
conformity with the best accounting practices, accounting standards and disclosure norms, etc. 
Audit observations on financial transactions with regard to compliance with the Law, Rules & 
Regulations (Propriety and Regularity) and efficiency-cum-performance aspects, etc., if any, 
are reported through Inspection Reports/CAG’s Audit Reports separately. 

3. We have conducted our audit in accordance with auditing standards generally accepted 
in India. These standards require that we plan and perfonn the audit to obtain reasonable 
assurance about whether the financial statements are free from material misstatements. An 
audit includes examining, on a test basis, evidences supporting he amounts and disclosure in 
the financial statements. An audit also includes assessing the accounting principles used and 
significant estimates made by management, as well as evaluating the overall presentation of 
financial statements. We believe that our audit provides a reasonable basis for our opinion.

A. Balance Sheet 
A.l. Assets 

A.1.1 Current Assets (Schedule-7) - Rs. 25.58 crore 

The above does not include amount of Rs. 115.98 lakh receivable from the Chintan Guest House on 
account of ICSSR Share of Chintan Guest House receipts for the period from August 2015 to 
March 2017. This has resulted in understatement of Current Assets and Capital/ Corpus Fund by 
Rs. 115.98 lakh. 

Further, the liability has also not been created for amount payable to Chintan Guest House. 

A. 1.2 Loans, Advances & Deposits - (Schedule-8)- Rs. 1.17 crore 

ICSSR deposited with NDMC Rs. 14.54 lakh and Rs. 10.20 lakh vide cheques dated 13.2.2004 and 
23.7.2007 respectively for energization of Substation at 35 Ferozshah Road, NASSDOC Office & 
Library. Though, the work had been completed and balance amount has been settled with the NDMC 
(December 2008) the amount has been shown in the accounts under advances. This has resulted in 
understatement of Fixed Assets and overstatement of Loans, Advances & Deposits by Rs. 24.74 lakh. 

B. Significant Accounting and Notes on Accounts 

(i) As per Accounting Policy No. 10, liability towards gratuity payable on death/ 
retirement of employees and leave encashment benefit to employees is 
accounted on actual basis. This accounting policy is in contravention of the 
Format of Accounts prescribed by MHRD and Accounting Standard 15 which 
stipulates that provision should be made in the accounts for retirement benefits 
on the basis of actual valuation. 

(ii) As per Significant Accounting Policy No. 1.1 Accounts are prepared on 
accrual method of accounting but the accounts of Chintan Guest House and 
Pension Fund are being maintained on cash basis. This Accounting Policy to 
the extent of maintenance of accounts of Chintan Guest House and Pension 
F und on cash basis is not in conformity with the format of accounts prescribed 
by MHRD.

C .2 Consolidated Receipts & Payments Account and Income & Expenditure Accounts of 
ICSSR (Hqrs.) and six RCs have not been prepared. Two sets of Receipts & Payments account 
and Income & Expenditure Account have been prepared i.e. one for ICSSR (Hqrs.) and another 
for its RCs. This does not give a complete view of the financial activities of ICSSR. This is also in 
contravention of Format of Accounts prescribed by Ministry of HRD. This is being pointed out 
since 2012-13 but remedial action has not been taken yet. 
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D. Grants-in-aid 


ICSSRhad an unspent balance of Rs. 338.78 la kh (PlanRs. 3.92 la kh and Non-Plan: Rs. 334.86 
lakh) of previous year. During the year 2016-17, ICSSR received a total grants ofRs. 18920.14 
la kh (Plan: Rs. 12050.00 lakh and Non-Plan: Rs. 6870.14 lakh) from the Government of India, 
Ministry of Human Resource Development, Department of Higher Education out of which, Rs. 
616.54 lakh (Plan: Rs. 603.28 lakh and Non-Plan: Rs. 13.26 lakh) was received during the month 
ofMarch2017. During the year Council has its own receipts ofRs. 205.11 lakh (Plan: Rs. 105.49 
lakh and Non-Plan: Rs. 99.62 lakh). The ICSSR utilized Rs. 18012.06 la kh (Plan: Rs. 12103.40 
lakh and Non-Plan: Rs. 5908.66 lakh) leaving a balance ofRs. 1451.97 lakh (Plan: Rs. 56.01 
lakh and Non-Plan: Rs. 1395.96 lakh). 


It had Rs. 18.36 la kh unspent balance of previous year of Ministry of Minority Affairs and unspent 
balance ofRs. 24.24 lakh of MOSPI (Plan), out of which, its utilised Rs. NIL leaving a balance of 
Rs. 18.36 la kh andRs. 24.24 lakh respectively as on 31/3/2017.

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SIGNIFICANT ACCOUNTING POLICIES - 

1. ACCOUNTING CONVENTION 

1.1 The financial statements are prepared on the basis of historical cost convention, unless 
otherwise stated and on the accrual method of accounting. However accounts of Chintan Guest 
House and Pension Fund are being maintained on cash basis. 


2. INVENTORY VALUATION 

2.1 Publications are valued at cost or realizable value whichever is less. 

3. FIXED ASSETS 

3.1 Fixed Assets are stated at cost of acquisition inclusive of inward freight, duties and taxes 
and incidental and direct expenses related to Acquisition. In respect of projects involving 
construction, related pre-operational expenses (including interest on loans for specific Project 
prior to its completion), fonn part of the value of the assets capitalized. 

3.2 Gifted/ Donated assets, if any, are valued at the declared value where available; if not 
available, the value is estimated based on the present market value adjusted with reference 
to the physical condition of the asset. They are set-up by credit to Capital Fund and merged 
with the Fixed Assets of the Institutions. Depreciation is charged at the rates applicable to the 
respective assets. 

3.3 Books received as gifts, are valued at selling prices printed on the books. Where they are 
not printed, the value is taken as “NIL”. 


4. DEPRECIATION ON FIXED ASSETS 

4.1 Depreciation is provided on written down value method as per rates specified in the Income 
TAXAct 1961. 

4.2 In respect of additions to/deductions from fixed assets during the year, depreciation is 
considered as per Income Tax Act 1961 i.e. Assets purchased before 30th September or after 
30th September the depreciation is provided in full or half respectively. 


5. ACCOUTING FOR SALES 

5.1 Sales are accounted for net of sales returns and rebate/discount. 
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6. REVENUE RECOGNITION 

The following items of income and expenses are accounted for on cash basis. 

(a) Incomes 

(i) Claims against Central/Sate Government and their agencies/ Banks/Others, which are prima 
facie under dispute: - There is no dispute 

(ii) Royalties’ receivable by the Council: There is no uniform policy followed by the ICSSR. 
The percentage of royalty differs from publisher to publisher and publication to publication. 

(b) Expenses 

(i) All disputed taxes/levies of Central/State Govt: - There is no dispute 

(ii) Royalties payable by the Council: No royalty is payable by the Council. 

7. SUBSCRIPTIONS/MEMBERSHIP FEE 

7.1 Subscription/Membership fee paid in the form of books/Journals and Online Database for 
one year will be treated as expense in the year of payment. 

8. GOVERNMENT GRANTS/SUBSIDES 

8.1 Government grants are accounted on realisation basis. However, where a sanction for 
release of grant pertaining to the financial year is received before 31 st March and the grant is 
actually received in the next financial year, the grant is accounted on accrual basis and an equal 
amount is shown as recoverable from the Grantor. 

8.2 To the extent utilized towards capital expenditure (on accrual basis) government grants are 
transferred to the Capital Fund. 

8.3 Government grants for meeting Revenue Expenditure (on accrual basis) are treated, to the 
extent utilized as income of the year in which they are realised. 

8.4 Unutilized grants (including advances paid out of such grants) are carried forward and 
exhibited as a liability in the Balance Sheet. 

8.5 Government grants/Non-Government Grants are treated as Revenue/Capital Grants based 
on the usage/mandate of Grant. 

9. FOREIGN CURRENCY TRANSACTIONS 

9.1 Transactions denominated in foreign currency are accounted at the exchange rate prevailing 
at the date of the transaction. 

10. RETIREMENT BENEFITS 

10.1 Liability towards gratuity payable on death/retirement of employees is accounted based 
on actual basis. 
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10.2 Leave encashment benefit to the employees is accounted based on actual basis. 


11. EARMARKED/ ENDOWMENT FUNDS 

11.1 The long terms funds are earmarked for specific purposes. Each of the funds has a separate 
ha nk account. Those with large balances also have investments on Government Securities, 
Debentures ad Bonds and Term Deposits with Banks. The assets created out of Earmarked 
Funds where the ownership Vests in the Institution, are merged with the assets of the Institution 
by crediting an equal amount to the Capital Fund. The balance in the respective funds is carried 
forward and is represented on the assets side by the balance at Bank, Investments and accrued 
interest. 

11.2 Endowments are funds received from various individual donors, Trusts and other 
organisations, for establishing Chairs and for Medals & Prizes, as specified by the Donors. 
While each of the Endowment funds has its own investment there is one savings bank account 
for all the Endowment funds, as the un-invested balances against them are negligible. 

The income from investments of each Endowment Fund is added to the Fund. The interest on 
Savings Ban a/c is allocated to all the Endowment funds in the ratio of the year end closing 
balances in each fund. The expenditure on Medals & Prizes is met from the interest earned on 
investment of the respective Endowment Funds and the balances is carried forward. In respect 
of Chairs, however, the corpus of the Endowment is also used. 

The balances are represented by Investment in RBI Bonds and Fixed Deposits and balance in 
the Saving Bank Account common for all Endowments, and Accrued Interest on Investments. 


12. STATUS OF REGIONAL CENTRES 

12.1 Un-audited Accounts of all Regional Centres are being incorporated with Council’s 
accounts since 2005-06 onwards. 


13. INCOME TAX 

The income of the Institution is exempt from Income Tax under Section 10 (23 C) of the 
Income Tax Act. No provision for tax is therefore made in the accounts.
